On the theory ‘that it néver hurt a champ to find out he 
wasn’t invincible, it might be pointed out that the junior 
chamber of commerce bought some valuable experience in 
sponsoring the recent rodeo. The net loss of $2,000 may 
turn out to be a good investment if it serves to. produce a 
more thoughtful attitude among a’ group of eager young 


` ‘men who have refused to recognize their own limitations. 


Youthful exuberance is an admirable quality. But encour- 
aged by-a series of successes, it tends to get out of hand and 
becomes a dangerous liability that can produce a lot of 
hadachs. 

The Jaycees have earned and enjoyed a full share of pub- 
lic confidence in Fort Myers. Their achievement in last 
winter’s Pageant of Light was applauded by everyone. They 
were hosts to a state convention generally recognized as the 
most ehjoyable on record. They have pitched in whole- 
heartedly on many civic enterprises and their efforts have 
outshone those of any other club. 

In appreciation of this record the community will join in 
regret that the rodeo venture came a-cropper. Financial fail- 
ure was a consequence not of an unwillingness of members 
to work but because the undertaking was too large for a 
town of this size. And the Jaycees, hustlers though they 
are, were not numerous enough to handle all of the details. 

Except for the $2,000 debt, which the Jaycees are de- 
termined to pay off, the whole experience is now water over 
the dam. It is encouraging, nevertheless, to find a new at- 


_, titude of realism among the more-active junior chamber 
leadership. Their decision to call a halt on all new projects 


until the Pageant is completed is very much in the public 
interest. It is an approach which will preserve for the com-
